They are called Star routes because
in the advertisements for bids for
carrying the mails they are muarked
with astar (*), indicating that they
are of an exceptional character. Do
gides the essentials of safety, celerity,
expedition, &c., these routes lay over
fmportant m-t'tmm of country, as in
new and growing States, where new
suttlement, and postoffices are spring-
ing up constantly, and new mail fueil-
ities rendered necessary.  To meel
this demand, the Postmaster General
Is authorized to incrense the service
on these routes, and to increase the
pay corrrespondingly, Here is where
the big steal comes in.  These routes
are almost Invariably let to rvings. If
they are not the lowest bidders, “straw
bids,” or bogua bids, are put in, lower
than the lowest legitimate bid, so that
the ring gots the contract, Of course,
then the servies is Inereased, and the
pay immensely so.
